I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  fiftieth  annual  report  of  the  fire  commissioner  for  the 

CALENDAR  YEAR  1969  AS  REQUIRED  UNDER  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  FIRE  PREVENTION  ACT. 

1.  ALTHOUGH  THE  PROPERTY  LOSS  WAS  THE  HIGHEST  TO  BE  RECORDED  YET,  THE  PER  CAPITA  LOSS  DID  NOT 

EQUAL  THE  1967  PER  CAPITA  LOSS  OF  $11.92.  IT  IS  ALSO  ENCOURAGING  TO  REPORT  A  REDUCED 
NUMBER  OF  FIRES,  IN  FACT,  THE  LOWEST  NUMBER  OF  FIRES  SINCE  1960.  BUT  THE  REDUCED  LOSS  OF 
LIFE  IS  THE  STATISTIC  OF  GREATEST  SIGNIFICANCE  -  24  LIVES  LOST,  ALTHOUGH  REGRETABLE,  IS 

THE  LOWEST  LIFE  LOSS  FROM  FIRE  SINCE  1942. 

2.  COMPARING  MONTHLY  LOSSES,  JANUARY  AND  MAY  ARE  THE  HEAVY  FIRE  LOSS  MONTHS  AND  LOSSES  IN  THE 

FIRST  SIX  MONTHS  WERE  ALMOST  DOUBLE  THE  LOSSES  IN  THE  LAST  SIX  MONTHS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

3.  MAY  I  DRAW  ATTENTION  TO  DETAILS  IN  TABLE  6  AND  IN  PARTICULAR,  TO  THE  IMPROVED  RECORD  IN 
EDUCATIONAL  AND  INSTITUTIONAL  BUILDINGS  WHERE  REGULATIONS  AND  INSPECTION  SERVICES  OF  THIS 
OFFICE  ARE  A  SIGNIFICANT  FACTOR: 

(A)  FARM  PROPERTIES  -  REDUCED  NUMBER  OF  FIRES  AND  REDUCED  FIRE  LOSS; 

(B)  SCHOOLS  -  14  LESS  FIRES,  1/8  OF  THE  LOSS  FOR  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR,  IN  FACT,  THE  LOWEST 
SCHOOL  FIRE  LOSS  SINCE  1959; 

(C)  CHURCHES  -  GREATLY  REDUCED  FIRE  LOSSES; 

(D)  HOSPITALS  -  33%  REDUCTION  IN  FIRE  LOSSES; 

(E)  PUBLIC  HALLS  -  6  LESS  FIRES  AND  1/2  OF  THE  LOSS  OF  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR; 

(F)  FOOD  PLANTS  AND  DISTILLERIES  -  REDUCED  LOSSES; 

(G)  DWELLINGS  -  303  LESS  FIRES. 

THE  LARGEST  FIRE  LOSS  OF  THE  YEAR  INVOLVED  THREE  GRAIN  ELEVATORS  AND  ANNEXES  AT  MILK  RIVER 
FOR  A  TOTAL  LOSS  OF  $1  ,261  ,058.  THERE  WERE  FOUR  OTHER  ELEVATOR  LOSSES  MAKING  THIS  THE 
LARGEST  PROPERTY  LOSS  CLASS  NEXT  TO  DWELLING  LOSSES.  MISCELLANEOUS  NON-MANUFACTURING,  OIL 
RISKS,  PROPERTY  OTHER  THAN  BUILDINGS,  MISCELLANEOUS  MANUFACTURING  AND  RETAIL  STORE  BUILDING 
CLASSIFICATIONS  HAD  LOSSES  EXCEEDING  A  MILLION  DOLLARS.  243  LARGE  FIRES  ACCOUNTED  FOR 
$13,492,483  OF  THE  LOSS  OR  74%  OF  THE  LOSS.  IT  IS  EVIDENT  THAT  WITHOUT  MEANS  OF  EARLY 
DISCOVERY,  AND  ON  THE  SPOT  EFFECTIVE  FIRE  CONTROL  MEASURES  IN  HIGH  VALUE  BUILDINGS,  THERE 
CAN  BE  NO  REAL  HOPE  FOR  MATERIAL  REDUCTION  IN  FIRE  WASTE. 
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4.  TABLE  7  SHOWS  FIRE  CAUSES  AND  IT  CAN  BE  SEEN  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR  THAT  THERE 
ARE  REDUCED  NUMBER  OF  FIRE  CAUSES  IN  ALL  CAUSE  CLASSES  EXCEPT  ELECTRICITY.  LIGHTNING, 
INCENDIARISM, AND  ELECTRICALLY  RELATED  CAUSES  HAVE  PRODUCED  THE  HIGHEST  FIRE  LOSSES  FOLLOWED 
BY  PETROLEUM  AND  ITS  PRODUCTS,  THEN  SMOKERS'  CARELESSNESS.  HOT  GREASES,  WAX  AND  PARAFFIN 
HEAD  THE  LIST  IN  TABLE  7B,  MISCELLANEOUS  CAUSES  OF  FIRE.  THIS  WILL  BE  DEALT  WITH  THROUGH 
PUBLIC  RELEASES  AND  WARNING  BULLETINS. 

5.  THE  INVESTIGATION  OF  FIRES  AND  IN  PARTICULAR,  SUSPICIOUS  OR  INCENDIARY  FIRES  IS  DONE 
THOROUGHLY  BY  THE  INVESTIGATION  DIVISION  INVOLVING  CLOSE  LIAISON  WITH  ALL  POLICE  FORCES  SO 
THE  TOTAL  FIRE  CRIMES  RECORD  IS  KEPT  AND  WE  ARE  THE  PROVINCIAL  REPORTING  AGENCY  IN  THESE 
MATTERS  TO  THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL  AND  TO  THE  DOMINION  BUREAU  OF  STATISTICS.  MORE  INVESTIGA¬ 
TIONS  WERE  CONDUCTED  BUT  THERE  WERE  LESS  ARSON  FIRES  THAN  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR  1968. 

6.  DETAILS  OF  THE  INSPECTION  SERVICES  DIVISION  AND  SPECIAL  PROJECTS  ARE  CONTAINED  IN  TABLE  13. 
THE  FIRE  SERVICES  DIVISION  SHOWS  A  STEADY  GROWTH  IN  MORE  PROVINCIAL  FIRE  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 
AND  MORE  FIREMEN  INVOLVED  IN  DRILLS .MEETINGS  AND  FILM  SHOWINGS  BY  OUR  TRAVELLING  INSTRUCTORS. 

7.  THE  FIRE  COMMISSIONER  AND  STAFF  CONTINUE  TO  BE  ACTIVE  IN  FIRE  MARSHALS',  FIRE  CHIEFS'  AND 
RELATED  FIRE  PROTECTION  AND  FIRE  PREVENTION  ORGANIZATIONS.  WE  SERVE  ON  COMMITTEES  OF  THE 
CANADIAN  STANDARDS  ASSOCIATION , THE  UNDERWRITERS'  LABORATORIES , THE  NATIONAL  RESEARCH  COUNCIL, 
THE  NATIONAL  FIRE  PROTECTION  ASSOCIATION  AND  COMMITTEES  INVOLVING  OTHER  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE 
GOVERNMENT  OF  ALBERTA.  THE  PROVINCE  HOSTED  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  CANADIAN  FIRE  MARSHALS  AND 
FIRE  COMMISSIONERS  AT  BANFF.  A  CONTINUOUS  WORKING  PROGRAM  IS  CARRIED  ON  THROUGH  DISTRICT 
AND  PROVINCIAL  FIREMEN'S  PROFICIENCY  COMPETITIONS  AND  THE  ANNUAL  FIRE  PREVENTION  WEEK 
CAMPAIGN.  WE  CO-OPERATE  WITH  THE  PROMOTION  AND  PUBLICITY  BRANCH  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
INDUSTRY  AND  TOURISM  IN  NEWSPAPER  AND  RADIO  FIRE  PREVENTION  PROMOTION.  THE  PROVINCE  AGAIN 
WON  SPECIAL  RECOGNITION  FOR  FIRE  PREVENTION  PROGRAMS. 

8.  TABLE  11  CONTINUES  THE  RECORD  OF  FIRE  LOSSES  BY  MUNICIPAL  AREAS.  5  COUNTIES  AND  1  MUNICIPAL 
DISTRICT  HAD  LOSSES  BELOW  $10,000.  SO  ON  THE  YEAR'S  RECORD,  RURAL  AREAS  IMPROVED  THEIR  FIRE 
PROTECTION  RECORDS  WHEREAS  URBAN  AREAS  HAD  A  WORSE  THAN  AVERAGE  FIRE  LOSS  YEAR. 

9.  THE  WORK  OF  THIS  OFFICE  INVOLVES  OUR  BRANCH  AND  THE  DEPARTMENT  WITH  GOVERNMENT  AGENCIES, 
INSTITUTIONS  AND  MANY  PRIVATE  COMPANIES  AND  INDIVIDUALS.  IT  IS  OUR  ENDEAVOUR  AT  ALL  TIMES 
TO  ENLARGE  THE  COMMUNITY  OF  FIRE  PROTECTION  MINDED  MEN  AND  WOMEN.  WE  WISH  TO  ACKNOWLEDGE 
THE  VALUABLE  SUPPORT  AND  EFFECTIVE  WORK  OF  ALL  MUNICIPAL  COUNCILS,  THE  ROYAL  CANADIAN 
MOUNTED  POLICE,  ALL  MUNICIPAL  POLICE  FORCES,  INSURANCE  ADJUSTERS  AND  THE  FIRE  UNDERWRITER'S 
INVESTIGATION  BUREAU.  ADDED  TO  THIS,  WE  TAKE  PLEASURE  IN  COMMENDING  THE  VERY  EFFECTIVE 
WORK  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS  WHOSE  TRAINING  AND  TECHNICAL  SKILLS  CONTINUE  TO  FIT  THEM  FOR  THE 
DIFFICULT  AND  DANGEROUS  TASK  OF  TAKING  EMERGENCY  ACTION  WHEREVER  PRIVATE  FIRE  PROTECTION 
EQUIPMENT  AND  FIRE  SAFETY  SUPERVISION  FAILS.

A  CLERK  STENOGRAPHER  AT  LETHBRIDGE  AND  AT  GRANDE  PRAIRIE  AND  THREE  INSPECTORS  AND  A  CLERK 
STENOGRAPHER  AT  CALGARY.  THE  REMAINING  STAFF,  WHICH  INCLUDES  THE  FIRE  COMMISSIONER,  DEPUTY  FIRE 
COMMISSIONER,  ELEVEN  INSPECTORS  AND  SIX  CLERICAL  STAFF;  PLUS  A  LIGHTNING  ROD  INSPECTOR  DURING 
SUMMER  MONTHS,  IS  LOCATED  AT  THE  EDMONTON  HEADQUARTERS  OFFICE,  610  FINANCIAL  BUILDING,  10621  - 
100  AVENUE.  FIRE  INSPECTION  WORK  IS  DONE  BY  THE  INSPECTION  DIVISION  AND  BY  LOCAL  ASSISTANT  FIRE 
CHIEFS.  INVESTIGATION  OF  SUSPICIOUS  FIRES  IS  HANDLED  BY  AN  INVESTIGATION  DIVISION  OF  FOUR 
INSPECTORS.  THE  FIRE  SERVICES  DIVISION  HAS  FOUR  INSPECTORS  WHO  INSPECT  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS,  GIVE 
TECHNICAL  ADVICE  ON  FIRE  PROTECTION  EQUIPMENT  PLANS  AND  CONDUCT  FIRE  FIGHTING  TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 
THE  EDMONTON  OFFICE  RECEIVES  ALL  SPECIAL  REQUESTS  FOR  INVESTIGATIONS,  INSPECTIONS,  SPECIAL 
MEETINGS  AND  REQUESTS  FOR  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ASSISTANCE.  THE  EDMONTON  OFFICE  HAS  A  MAJOR  PROGRAM 
FOR  PLAN  CHECKING  OF  SCHOOLS,  HOSPITALS  AND  HOTELS  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  TYPES  OF  BUILDINGS.  THE 
OFFICE  ALSO  RENDERS  ASSISTANCE  TO  FIRE  CHIEFS  IN  THE  PROGRAM  OF  REGIONAL  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  PRO¬ 
FICIENCY  COMPETITIONS  AND  THE  DEPARTMENT  PROVIDES  PRIZES  AND  PRESENTS  A  PROVINCIAL  CHAMPIONSHIP 
PROFICIENCY  AWARD  SHIELD.  THE  EDMONTON  OFFICE  ALSO  ARRANGES  FOR  ALL  FIRE  PREVENTION  WORK  WITH 
OTHER  PROVINCIAL  AND  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT  DEPARTMENTS. 

A  PUBLIC  FIRE  PREVENTION  EDUCATION  PROGRAM  IS  CONDUCTED  THROUGH  MEETINGS,  FILM  SHOWINGS 
AND  SPECIAL  FIRE  PREVENTION  DRIVES,  THE  MAJOR  PROJECT  BEING  AN  ANNUAL  FIRE  PREVENTION  WEEK  CAM¬ 
PAIGN. 

THE  FIRE  COMMISSIONER'S  OFFICE  PROVIDES  FIRE  PROTECTION  ADVICE  AND  ASSISTANCE  TO  CITIES, 
TOWNS,  VILLAGES,  MUNICIPALITIES,  COUNTIES  AND  RURAL  AREAS,  ALSO  FOR  INDUSTRY  AND  INSTITUTIONS, 
FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  DEVELOPING  ADEQUATE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ORGANIZATIONS  AND  FIRE  PROTECTION  FACI¬ 
LITIES. 

THE  FIRE  FIGHTING  TRAINING  WORK  WHICH  IS  CONTINUALLY  GROWING  MORE  EXTENSIVE  IS  TWO-FOLD. 
FIRST,  ASSISTANCE  IS  GIVEN  TO  FIRE  CHIEFS  IN  THEIR  COMMUNITIES;  REGULAR  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  MEETINGS 
ARE  ATTENDED  WHENEVER  POSSIBLE  AND  FIRE  FIGHTING  INSTRUCTION  IS  GIVEN  BY  THE  FIRE  COMMISSIONER'S 
INSPECTORS  TO  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS  WHERE  FIRE  CHIEFS  REQUEST  IT.  SECONDLY,  THE  ALBERTA  FIRE  TRAINING 
SCHOOL  IS  OPERATED  DURING  THE  SPRING  AND  SUMMER  WHEN  FACILITIES  ARE  AVAILABLE  AT  THE  VERMILION 
AGRICULTURAL  AND  VOCATIONAL  COLLEGE.  THIS  SCHOOL  PROVIDES  TRAINING  COURSES  IN  FIRE  INSPECTION, 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ADMINISTRATION  AND  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  APPARATUS  CARE  AND  OPERATION. 

THE  FIRE  COMMISSIONER'S  ROLE  IN  ALBERTA  EMERGENCY  MEASURES  IS  TO  CO-ORDINATE  ALL  MUNICIPAL 
FIRE  SERVICES  DURING  AN  EMERGENCY  AND  TO  DEVELOP  AN  EFFECTIVE  PROVINCIAL  PLAN  INCLUDING  SUFFI¬ 
CIENT  TRAINED  FIREMEN,  BOTH  REGULAR  AND  AUXILIARY  AND  ENOUGH  FIRE  APPARATUS  AND  AUXILIARY  EQUIP¬ 
MENT  TO  FORM  MOBILE  FIRE  COLUMNS  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  MUTUAL  AID. 

FIRE  IS  A  MAJOR  THREAT  TO  LIFE  AND  PROPERTY  WHETHER  IT  IS  CONFINED  TO  A  SMALL  FAMILY 
DWELLING  OR  ATTAINS  THE  PROPORTIONS  OF  A  CONFLAGRATION  CALLING  FOR  FULL  SCALE  DISASTER  CONTROL 
OPERATIONS.  ALL  INDIVIDUALS  CAN  PROFIT  FROM  LIFE  SAVING  METHODS  AND  FIRE  PREVENTION  COUNSEL 
DISSEMINATED  BY  FIRE  CHIEFS  AND  THE  FIRE  COMMISSIONER'S  OFFICE.  THE  SERVICES  OF  THIS  OFFICE 
INCLUDING  TECHNICAL  INFORMATION, FIRE  INSPECTIONS, FIRE  INVESTIGATIONS,  AND  FIRE  FIGHTING  TRAINING 
ARE  ALL  DESIGNED  TO  REDUCE  LOSS  AND  SUFFERING  FROM  FIRE  AND  TO  WORK  TOWARD  A  FIRE  PROTECTION 
CONSCIOUS  PUBLIC  IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ALBERTA. 
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
